MELBOURNE, Australia, 
March 7. — (BUP) — The 
United Nations were believed 
to be speeding mobilization of 
maximum fighting strength 
tonight for an early counter- 
offensive against Japan. 

A series of swift developments 
emphasized the urgent need for 
haste both to offset Japanese 
gains and to take full advantage 
of Allied positions and bases in 
the southwest Pacific. 

These developments included: 

1 —Informed sources said a plan 
drafted by Australia, New Zealand 


and another Allied power to carry 
the fight to the enemy was under 
consideration in Washington and 
London 

(A London Daily Mail dispatch 
dated “Aboard an American war- 
ship,” said that a huge United 
States convoy had carried troops, 
pilots, airplanes and much other 
war equipment to the southwest 
Pacific.) 

2—Japan’s intensified offensive 
against Java, which broke through 
the mountain defences of Ban- 
doeng today and cut communica- 


tions with the Dutch island, was 
regarded as indicating the enemy's 
hopes of a quick victory at any cost 
in order to strike at Australia be- 
fore Allied forces can be fully mo- 
bilized here. 


3--The stubborn British stand 
(aided now by American-built 
tanks) in Burma offered the oppor- 


tunity for holding back the Japan- 
ese offensive from India and using 
India and China as well as Austral- 
ia as bases from which to strike 
back quickly. 

4—The Allied high command in 
the southwest Pacific was under- 
stood to have worked out the whole 
revised problem of strategy not only 
for defence but for offensive action, 
which may already be starting in 
naval Operations.

GIANT CONVOY ON WAY 
TO HELP AUSTRALIA 


By EDWARD W. BEATTIE 

LONDON, March 7.—(BUP)—A 
gigantic United States convoy is 
steaming through the southwest Pa- 
cific to aid in the defence of Aus- 
tralia and lay the foundations for 
an eventual offensive against Japan, 
a London Daily Mail ¢orrespondent 
reported today in a dramatic dis- 
patch dated “aboard an American 
warship,” 

Infantrymen, hundreds of crack 
pilots, planes, tanks, guns were 
in the convoy which, the corres- 
pondent said, could be seen spread 
out in every direction over the 
sea from his ship. 

The dispatch said naval battles, 
which could not yet be reported be- 
cause of military reasons, were now 
being fought over wide areas of the 
vast Pacific and. quoting American 
naval officers that they were con- 
fident they could smash the Jap- 
anese navy ship for ship but that 
the battle would be hard, added: 
ASSEMBLE STRENGTH 

“They by no means rule out the 
possibility that the Japanese will 
be able to continue to deal very 
heavy blows not only in the South 
Pacific but at other key naval 
bases and at the coast line of the 
United States mainland.” 

As this dispatch was published 
by the London newspaper it was 
reported from Australia that 
plans were being formed to as- 
semble the maximum pessible 
United Nations strength for a 
counter-offensive against Japan 
at the earliest possible moment. 

Australia and Indo-China have 
been picked as the eventual Allied 
offensive bases: 

The importance of the convoy 
story wag emphasized here because 
London is reconciled to the loss of 
the Netherlands East Indies and 
Burma and some Allied sources be- 
lieve that instead of attacking Aus- 
tralia, Japan may coneentrate soon 
on the task of trying to close the 
Indian ocean to British and Ameri- 
can convoys plying to the Red Sea, 
the Persian Gulf and India. 


INDICATIONS OF BLOWS 

(A British United Press Honolulu 
dispatch said observers there saw 
indications from Tokyo and Wash- 
ington dispatches that the United 
States navy was carrying out “far 
flung operations in the Pacific, 
striking unexpected blows at Jap- 
anese possessions.”) 

Only a few hours before this dis- 
patch reached London the all India 
radio broadcast from New Delhi 
that a United States technical mis- 
sion was due there soon to aid in 
developing India as a supply base 
for the United Nations forces—a 
reminder of the feeling of many 
military men that the blow to be 
struck against Japan some day may 
come from India and China. 

Walter Farr, the Daily Mail 
fleet correspondent, reported that 
as the American convoy steamed 
towards its destination, the Unit-

purposes,” 

REINSTATE MEN 

The exchange took place as mem- 
bers turned discussion of a gov- 
ernment bill to compel employers 
to reinstate men discharged from 
the forces in their former jobs into 
a general debate on post-war eco- 


nomic, social and financial prov- 
lems. 
Opposition members contended 


the measure was inadequate to deal 
with the whole problem. Govera- 
mental spokesmen said jit was 
never intended to deal with the 
whole, They pointed to other bills 
yet to be introduced, one embowy- 
ing the postedischarge rehabilita- 
ttion plan now effective by order- 
in-counci] and another to provide 
a land settlement scheme. 

John Blackmore, leader of the 
New Democracy Party, said the bill 
was “trashy” and “flimsy,” and that 
men in the forces would be disil- 
lusioned by the “mummery” going 
on in the House of Commons.

the Atlantic than does Churchill. He 
sees Hitler's eastern line, his Rus- 
sian front, as his vulnerable flank. 
He is for all-out Anglo-American 
aid to Russia for that reason. 


ROOSEVELT’S VIEW 

Nor is there doubt that Roosevelt 
shares that view; which is import- 
ant, whoever heads Britain’s war 
effort. The means of victory in 
ships, in men, in planes and tanks 
and all the rest must come from the 
United States. It follows, there- 
fore, that British political circles, 
writhing under the string of repeat- 
ed and costly defeats in the Pacific 
area—and most of all over the fall | 
of Singapore—must reckon with 
American reaction to proposals for 
a change in British leadership. 

British war leadership is no 
longer an exclusive British affair. 
To many observers on this side of 

the Atlantic the new hue and cry 
for Churchill's scalp looks much 
like an effort to sound out Am- 
erican public opinion. 

It savors of an effort by Church- 
ill's political enemies at home. to 
capitalize on American public rest- 
lessness under the tide of defeat in 
the Pacific; the natural popular 
urge for offensive action against 
Japan. London politicians are fully 
aware of that undercurrent in the 
United States, 

There is nothing to indicate Wash- 
ington official reaction to the talk 
of substituting Sir Stafford for 
Churchill at the British war helm. 
No direct disclosure is to be expect- 
ed whatever is going on behind the 
scenes.

Dr. Cross said the province is 
Prepared to pay for surgery in 
cancer cases where it is con- 
sidered surgery will benefit the 
patient but if surgery is too late 
to benefit, this will not be paid 
by the province. 

Anyone can go to the diagnostic 
clinics at Edmonton ahd Calgary, 
which handled 1,142 patients last 
year, if the person has a note from 
his or her doctor saying cancer is 
suspected. There is no charge by 
the clinics. 

ANNUAL COST 


The government is doing cance: 
surgery work this year. Dr. Cross 
estimated that the two further 
phases of cancer treatment — 
hospitalization and transportation 
of patients to hospitals—would cosi 
$200,000 a year. The province is not 
providing these two services at 
present. 

Dr. Cross said the clinics can 
cure 60 per cent of the cases if they 
are reported early enough but there 
is no chance if the cases have pro- 
gressed too far. 

An item of $3.750 in the 
health estimates, earmarked for 
the Public t!quiries Act, pr. 
Cross said was to enable the 
Cancer Commission to carry on 
investigations of treatments for

The raid of R.A.F. bombers on ‘“col- 
laboration” industrial plants in the 
Paris area may signify more than 
damage thus caused to Nazi munitions 
production, It may mark the end of 
the “appeasement” policy toward 
Vichy. 

These plants were known to be 
building and repairing Nazi tanks, 
trucks and planes. That they only re- 
cently started doing so is by no means 
likely. Yet they have hitherto been 
spared from attack—through fear that 
French feeling might turn against Bri- 
tain. 

The raid implies belief that this 
danger has now passed, that the French 
people will know why the plants were 


bombed and will not grow resentful 
because the Hitler factories are not 
granted further immunity. It is to be 


supposed other raids will follow, wher- 
ever French plants are forging weapons 
to be used against Britain and its 
allies, 

Darlan was known to be in Paris 
when the raid was made. That makes 
the attack look more than otherwise 
like a challenge to him and his Quisling 
associates at Vichy to stage a show- 
down with the French people by open- 
ly attempting to line up France with 
Hitler. If he doesn’t do it there will 
be only one reason; he knows the 
French people would revolt. 


A Ten Year Low 


The Bureau of Statistics has set out 
the position of the western wheat grow- 
ers, in figures and percentages, against 
the background of their former in- 
comes, ’ 

The basis of comparison was condi- 
tions of 19138, when the average yield 
was 20.8 bushels, the farm price 65 
cents, and the revenue per acre $13.62. 
In 1941 the average yield was 12.9 
bushels, the farm price 49 cents, and 
the revenue per acre, $6.38. Low yields 
and low prices cut the growers’ income 
per acre to less than half that of the 
base year. 

The wheat growers’ purchasing 
power dropped last year to the lowest 
point in ten years, 21 points below that 
of 1940; and irf 1940 the index figures 
were only 54.2. While their income was 
at low ebb, the cost of the things they 
had to buy was tending upward. For 
the family dependent on wheat for an 
income, this inevitably meant a_ still 
further reduced standard of living. For 
the business of the western country it 
meant strangled trade in those areas 
where wheat-growing is the main 
branch of farming. 

Where farmers were able to turn 
from wheat to coarse grains or other 
products, farm income last year did not 
slump below that of 1940. But over a 
vast part of the prairie provinces 
mixed farming is not practicable. There 
wheat-growing continues, and appar- 
ently must continue, to be not only the 
main but almost the exclusive type of 
farming. 

From the impossible situation in 
which circumstances have thrust him, 
the wheat-grower cannot extricate 
himself, One way or another he must 
be assisted over the period in which his 
product is unsaleable in the ordinary 
way. That assistance can only come 
from the national treasury, whether it 


is given by pegging up the price of | 


wheat, or by supplementing wheat 
revenue with bonus payments,

“Outside Canada” 


No one can imagine circumstances in 
which Canadian troops would be need- 
ed to help defend the soil of the United 
States. But it is conceivable that a 
situation might arise in which Cana- 
dian troops could best protect Canada 
by helping to defend the panhandle of 
Alaska, and in which it would be Can- 
ada’s duty to send them there. 

The defence agreement between 
Canada and the United States provides 
for either country sending armed 
forces to the assistance of the other 
if it should be attacked. Canada has a 
solemn obligation to do this if the 
emergency should arise. To the full 
measure in which we expect help from 
the United States in case of need, we 
are bound to give help if United States 
territory—it home or in Alaska— 
should be invaded. 

This obligation can only be fulfilled 
by sending troops outside Canada. This 
is one reason, and by no means a re- 
mote or fanciful reason, why it is de- 
sirable that our Government be freed 
of all restrictions as to sending men on 
service outside the Dominion. This the 
Government could of course do by the 
mechanical power of a parliamentary 


vote, disregarding its contrary com- 
mitments to the public. It has prefer- 
red the straight-forward course of. ap- 


pealing to the public to release it from 
the pledge. This should be done. 

Those excitable gentlemen in On- 
tario and in Quebec who construe “out- 
side Canada” to mean nothing else 
than the despatch of Canadian troops 
to some far corner of the world should 
take a look at their maps.

Islanders to Status of 
Virtual Serfs

There is one corner of Britain occupied 
by the enemy—the Channel] Islands, The 
Daily Express prints today this story of 
the conditions in which these’ British 
citizens live under German occupation. 
The source of the information cannot be 
revealed but it is recent and accurate 
news, 

In spite of the German occupation the 
people left in Jersey insist ‘on retaining 
their national character, 

One of the first suggestions put for- 
ward by the invaders was that the children 
should learn German. The head school 
teachers pointed out that the children 
could not learn the language, that they 
found it difficult to teach. Lessons are now 
taught in English. 

The rich and fértile island produces 
fine vegetable and dairy produce, This is 
taken away from the inhabitants. 

The Germans, formal in their financial 
transactions, printed notes for 2s and 
to give token value for produce stolen. 

Fishing Verboten - 

The coast has been fortified, and no 
fishing by Channel Islanders is allowed, 
though several boats are reserved for fish- 
ing by the Germans. All other boats are 
under guard. 

At first the Germans occupied the 
town hall. They made it their military 
headquarters, Then they moved to Victoria 
College. They have behaved silently and 
efficiently, keeping their politics to them- 
selves, 

The only sign of anger was when they 
broke up the Masonic Hall and took away 
everything of value, 


They used airfields on the island to 
raid Britain, These are carefully protected 
and patrolled. 

The British are living on a small basic 
ration, Shops have scrupulously retained 
their names, though they have little to sell. 

The potato crop went over to France 
last season and other vegetables were 
shipped, There are no fats, and only 2 ozs. 
of butter a week is allowed. 

One ounce of tea and 2 ozs, of sugar is 
the ration, Bread is made from substi- 
tutes, as there is no wheat flour, Ground 
beans and Indian corn are used. 

The ration is 4% lbs. a week for men, 
4 lbs. for women, and 3% lbs, for grow- 
ing children. There are no cakes, jam or 
sweets of any kind, 


Coffee From Parsnips 


Coffee is made from parsnips, died and 
baked and then ground. There are no 
candles, soap, paraffin, or salt. Clothes are 
becoming patched and scarce. 

The people are wearing wooden clogs 
with wooden soles, because leather has 
disappeared, There are no stockings, and, 
what is even more inconvenient, there is 
no thread, This has made it impossible to 
alter or darn clothing. 

The Germans have behaved well to- 
wards the remaining af depart They re- 
gard Jersey as a holiday resort, Certain 
weary and overworked troops have been 
sent there for a rest cure, 

All work and business is at a stand- 
still. Apart from the farmers, the men of 
the island were left without any occupa- 
tion. 

The Germans set them to work, They 
made them put pavements on both sides 
of a five-mile road, They have also made 
several new roads, This was not essential 
work, but it has employed the men. 

The only entertainment is a cinema 
show twice a week, The films are German.

True, 
as the United States Treasury buys South 
African gold from Great Britain it does 
provide dollars for the British Treasury, or 
what bankers call dollar exchange; but 
what is the point of that with an unlimited 
Lend-Lease program running?

Talk Of Farm Bonus An Insult To The Farmers 


Producers of Food Should Be on“: 


Same Basis as Producers 


of Munitions 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

There is a rumor in Ottawa that the 
farm bonus idea may be abandoned in the 
face of the new 90 cent wheat bill intro- 
duced yesterday in the Commons. 

Ninety cent wheat is a step in the right 
direction, But it is only a step and a very 
small one. : 

The bonus is only an insult to the 
farmers. It is tantamount 
to a relief cheque, offer- 
ed, in charity, as an ex- 
pedient to help a class of 

roducers who are thus ° 
inferred to be in difficul- 
ties, not because of the 
inherent falsity of their 
ponte, but because of 
some fault of their own, 

The bonus bears an ine 
ference of being only 
temporary. It completely 
fails to take into account 
that most fundamental Harold L. Weir 
fact which must be recognized in Ottawa if 
agriculture is ever to be restored to health 
in this country—the fact that the present 
status of the farmer is utterly wrong, 
utterly unjust and utterly inimical to a 
sound national economy. 

An undertaking to keep the price of 
wheat to the farmer up to a certain fixed 
level is definitely an improvement because

plight as something more than temporary 
and superficial. 

A fixed price, however, may fai] for 
one or both of two reasons: 

1. Because that price is not fixed high 
enough, just as the 90 cent price is not 
high enough, 

2. Because it does not touch the basic 
cause of the farmer's economic disinheri- 
tance—which is a burden of debt that even 
two dollar wheat could never remove, 


Burden of Debt 


In the important war business of pro- 
ducing food for Canadians and their allies, 
the farmer should operate with a highly 
efficient plant. 

Makers of munitions and planes and 
tanks have not been stinted in this respect. 
The Government spend millions of dol- 
lars on these plants so that the private 
operator may produce with maximum effi- 
ciency. 

But what is the plant of the farmer, 
engaged in war work of fully as much im- 
portance as the manufacturer of planes? 

It is caught up in a web of debt in- 
curred when the farmers were urged to 
increase their wheat acreage during the 
last war, when they borrowed money at 
eight and ten per cent to purchase that 
additional acreage and when the subse- 
quent decline in prices left them with huge 
mortgages and no wherewithal to reduce 
them, 

It is true that an attempt was made to 
alleviate the farmer's lot when Prime Min- 
ister Bennett introduced his Farmers’ 
Creditors’ Arrangement Act under which 


it implies recognition of the farmer's | every farmes's debis were seduced 


to parity with his assets, and his interest 
rate was reduced to seven, six or five per 
cent, 

It is true that dollar wheat, for instance, 
would help the farmer to keep up his 
interest payments, But no juggling with 
the price of wheat will, by itself, make 
the farmer independent again. 

Canadian farmers have been disinherit- 
ed by unpayable debt. This is the plant 
with which they are asked to help win the 


war, 
What Is Needed 


The farmer needs and the country de- 
mands a fixed price on the farmer's wheat 
—a price of not less than one dollar at 
point of shipment. 

But the situation also demands a legis- 
lative treatment that will enable the 
farmer to see somewhere ahead of him a 
debt-free future and economic independ- 
ence. 

Without one cent of cost to the people 
of Canada, for, after all, war finance is 
only a matter of bookkeeping, all mort- 
gage loans could be extended to at least 
twenty years with the interest rate at three 
per cent, 

There would be a hope, under such an 
arrangement, that the farmer could, per- 
haps, reduce the capital of his debt as well 
as pay the interest charges, 

The United States found no difficulty 
in such a process, President Roosevelt ap- 

ropriated six billion dollars for long term 

oans to farmers at low interest rates so 

that the men engaged in this primary war 

industry could pay off the mortgage com- 
ght ahead,

But people say, “Oh, but the United 
States is a wealthy and populous country. 
We could not afford to do that in Canada.” 

Why not? 

Orthodox finance has been completely 
abandoned in the operation of this war. 
Money means nothing. Markets mean 
nothing. Munitions, ships, tanks and 
planes are being produced without any 
thought of the cost. 

The fact is that only agriculture, the 
most basic war industry of them all, is 
still kept chained to orthodox finance, to 
the impossible duty of still paying ime 
possible interest tribute to His Majesty the 
Dollar. 

War Industry 

It is only reasonable that all war ine 
dustries, of which agriculture is pre-emine 
ently one, should be operated in the same 
way, without regard to cost and with a 
fair return to the producer, 

Men are getting twenty dollars a day 
for driving rivets if British Columbia, 
Operators of munitions factories are ale 
lowed five per cent profit on the produce 
tion of plants financed by the Government, 

Only the farmer is forced to produce, 
with a ramshackle, debt-ridden plant, at a 
price below cost, 


The situation is unthinkable. It Is dahe 
gerous, It is criminal, It is unpatriotie. , 
War finance is entirely a matter o 


bookkeeping. There is no such money in 
the world as those sums which are used 
to carry on the war in Canada, 
The farmer should and must be placed 
on the right side of the war ledger, 
Ottawa should act at once,

Centuries Old 
Wall Of China 
Colossal Work 


The Great Wall of China, known 
as man’s most colossal work, winds 
over mountains and valleys for al- 
most 1.200 miles, from the seacoast 
city of Shankaikwan to the Gobi 


desert. 


The stamp above, issued in 1933, 
contrasts the modern with the old; 
an airplane over the Great We! 
The airplane has destroyed (\| 
value of the once impregnable | 
wall. 

Partly of hewn stone, partly of 
brick, the wall follows the contour 
of the country: In a direct line, the 
wall extends 1,145 miles, Including 
cross barriers, stubs, and three vast | 
loops, there is approximately 2,550 
miles of the former symbol of 
China's strength. The wall is from 
nine to 15 feet thick, and 15 to 30 
feet high. 

Astronomers say the wall is the 
only work of man on earth that 
would be visible to the human eye 
from the moon. 

The wall was erected about 2 
B.C, during the reign of Shih 
Huang Ti who pressed into service 
every third man in the empire. 
Countless thousands who died in 
the slow, tedious labor were buried 
within the wall.

C. Manning, provincial secretary, told the legislature Friday.

ment in reply to a question by 
Alfred Speakman, Independent 
group leader, who said he had 
heard about reports that fire in- 
surance agents had used veiled 
threats to sell insurance and ask- 
ed if the government was aware 
of any such practice. The min- 
ister said that, if any proof could 
be found, a guilty agent would 
be summarily dismissed. 

The discussion arose when the 
committee of supply was consider- 
ing estimates for the provincial sec- 
retary’s department, which include 
a formal item of $1 for the insur- 
ance office, which is a separate 
corporation under supervision of 
Mr. Manning's department. 


ESTIMATES CONSIDERED 

The committee passed all but one 
item of the department's estimates, 
which total $189,225, an increase of 
$11,516 over the fiscal year 1941-42. 
The item left over was $78,285 for 
the Fuel Oil Tax Act. 

Emphasizing he could not vouch 
for the truth of the charges, Mr. 
Speakman said he had heard the re- 
ports from so many people he be- 
lieved he should bring the subject 
before the house so the minister 
could investigate and issue warn- 
ings prospects should not be ap- 
proached in that manner. .

Packing Plant 
Blaze Checked 


Quick work on the part of fire- 
men from three halls averted what 
might have been a serious blaze at 
6:55 p.m. Friday when fire broke 
out in the boiler room of the hide 


house at the Burns’ packing plant, 
120 avenue and 72 street. 

The flames which were believed 
to have been started by an over- 
heated pipe were extinguished 
within 15 minutes, and damage 18 
not expected to exceed $200. 

Starting in the boiler room in the 
north end of the one-storey frame 
structure, the fire spread rapidly to 
the upper portion of the building 
and burned a hole in the roof. 

The cattle runway connecting the 
hide house with the main plant 
caught alight and firemen worked 


feverishly to prevent the flames 
from spreading to the principal 
plant. 


As soon as it was established that 
the alarm was from the plant a sec- 
ond alarm was sounded, and Fire 
Chief James Macgregor and Deputy 
Chief Ferguson both responded, 

It is believed that the portion of 
the building where the fire broke 
out was being used as a pump 
house. With the exception of the 
cattle shute all damage was confin- 
ed to this portion.
